clusive RB against public needs, and the Qlty In making such grant reserves the right

to enter and occupy any part or all of said space any time with Its public utilities,

op for other necessary public purposes.

(11) That any public utility, OP public OP private property disturbed or Injured

as a result of any of the activities necessary for the completion of the construction

work for said building project, whether done by Contractor, City forces, OP public

utilities, -shall be replaced or repaired at the Contractor's expense.

(12) That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety bond in the

sum of Five Thousand ($5000.00). Dollars, which shall protect, Indemnify and hold

harmless the City of Austin from-any claims for damages to any person OP property

that may accrue to OP be brought by any person by reason of the'exercise of the privi-

leges granted the Contractor by the City of Austin and shall guarantee the replacement

of all.sidewalks, pavement, and all other public property and public utilities dis-

turbed or removed during the construction work and shall further guarantee the con-

struction of a walkway and other safeguards duping the occupancy of the space*
